Decifiency appropriations are 
being asked for, and in most of the 
States have been allowed— at least, 
in part. 

Tbe high cost of everything has 
entailed great hardships on schools 
specially devoted to tbe education 
and training of deaf children. Tbe 
policy of retrenchment in education- 
al work is entirely wrong. Its 
trend i» to saddle the community 
with incompetency. Nothing is 
more disastrous to community in- 
terests and public welfare than 
ignorance, and when to ignorance 
the additional handicap of deafness 
is added, tbe result is very much 
more deplorable, and tbe eventual 
cost to tbe State is many times 
greater than the appropriation that 
would have prevented it.

Earl 0. Ilannori, inventor of the 
M audio" piloting cable system, by 
which ships are guided through the 
channel ot tbe harbor In tbe fog, 
has devised an instrument, niter 
research and experimental work in 
Alexander Gtaham Bui I'm lanoratury 
at the Volta Bureau, in Washington, 
D. C, designed to aid those who 
are hard of hearing. The apparatus 
in individual telephone unit, 
with transmitter, receiver, battery, 
coil, etc., to which has been added 
the vacuum lube. 

Tbe principle of the vacuum tube, 
which has made possible the wireless 
telegraph and the wireless telephone, 
is applied to a miniature telephone 
system, and the sound is amplified 
so that* person with defective hear 
ing can have sound magnified foi 
his individual need. 

Mr. Hanson exhibited bit Rppe- 
iratus at the home of a Brooklyn 
friend the other day, and the outfit 
was a box somewhat resembling a 
hand camera. On one of tbe sides 
of the box was the transmitter, 
catching sounds, near or distant. 
Between the transmitter and the 
receiver, which the "deaf" pel 
puts at his ear, was a vacuum tobe, 
whose function it is to amplify the 
sounds without distorting them. 
The new instrument is called a 
♦'vactupbone." Mr Hanson pro 
poses to make a pocket edition of 
the device, using a battery about 
the size of a fountain DM. 

"The amplifier," cays Mr. 
Hanson, "magnifies the sj 
vibrations, striking the transmitter 
diaphragm when the speaker is at a 
distance from the device, and in 
Ibis way makes it possible for the 
deaf to hear conversation they could 
not hear before. 

" One of the {Treat difficulties 
heretofore has been that in the effort 
to obtain volume, the transmitter 
was overloaded, and this ea oe od a 
1 oaring rir undertone in the receiver. 
Telephone engineers and those fa- 
miliar with the vacuum tube agree 
that it amplifies feeble eorrenta with- 
out distortion. Tli in perm its 1 In 
of a telephone Iran- without 

overloading, and thereby retains 
the clear speech r< coived over wire 
phony. A great many people 
afflicteM with deafness use the tele- 
phone satisfactorily, even though 
they have difficulty in hearing ordi 
nary conversation. In this appa 
ratus the volnme of speech is gov-

the latter stages of recovery from 
certain diseases when precaution 
is relaxed. 

The greatest danger to hearing is 
in the later stages of sickness in 
certain cases, when the vitality is 
impaired, but the patient is on tbe 
road to recovery, and nurse, doctor 
Of parent, becomes careless. 

The beat preventive of deafness, 
which comes most between five and 
eleven years of age, Is careful obser- 
vance of the changes and strict at- 
tention to sanitary and preventive 
measures in ihe recovery from sick- 
ness. Relaxation of vigilance usu 
ally results in liability to Impair- 
ment and loss of hearing, and iu 
case deafness sets in, tissue ohan 
prevent recovery of hearing.
